Acknowledgement is hereby made of receipt and entry of the 
communication filed 30 January, 2008, wherein claims 1, 3, and 
19 were amended and claims 5-17, 20, and 21 canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1-4, 18, and 19 are currently 
under examination. 

35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

The following is a guotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more 
claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards 
as his invention. 

The previous rejection of claims 1, 3, 18, and 19 under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention, is hereby 
withdrawn in response to applicants' amendment. 

Claims 2 and 4 stand rejected under this statute. The claims 
have been amended to recite a reference isolate (e.g., SEQ ID 
NO. : 1 or isolate HIV-1 NL4 _ 3 ) . However, the claims now reference 
isolates that are 80% genetically related to these isolates 
which is confusing because it is not readily manifest which 
isolates serve as the comparative strain. Applicants' 
representative is invited to contact the examiner to discuss 
suggested allowable revisions to the claim language.
